Montezuma's Well One of the Great 


Natural Wonders of Arizona. 


Among the many natural curiosities 


of Arizona, but ono that is not often 
visited by ordinary tourists, is the 
singular 
bowl-shaped ' depression in

tein. Do'not overfeed her, but grad- 
ually increase the feed until by the 
time she drops her calf she will be 
getting about all she wants to eat. 
You will find that she has made a 
very large udder nnd win start off 
with a very large flow of milk. 


For a few days after calving, feed 


lightly, gradually increasing, and you 
will rind her responding well to your 
attention. Keep her In milk for ten to 
12 months. There is no danger from 
milk fever with the first calf, but from 
then on, and especially with the third 
und fourth calves, you cannot feed so 
heavily before calving, neither will 
she require it; 
for by this time the

by cutting the tips of the twigs off. 
By this method the heads were left 
most as they were when tiiey come 
from the nursery. 


Lot 5, as shown in the illutsration, 


/ was left unpruned. 


The result of, the test as reported 


by'Prof.. Warren shows that the se- 
vere pruning proved to be the most 
successful. 
It was found that of the 


20 trees pruned to whips 
IS -were 


.found to make good growth on June 
1, while two were making 
a

growth. 


Lot 2, which were pruned to one 


Inch tops had 17 malting good growth 
on June 1, and three 
making 
fail- 


growth. 


In lot 3, which were pruned to throe- j 


Inch stubs, on Juncl, it was found 
that IS were making good growth 
with two reported'fair. 


In the lot where one-third of 
the 


top was left it was found that on 
June 1 only 11 were making good 
growth, six were making fair growth, 
two were reported making very poor 
growth and one 
wnu found to 
be 


dead. 


It Is concludetl from this experience 


that pretty severe pruning Is neces- 
sary to the trees before being set out 
In order to insure good growth. It is 
not found that the trees were Injured 
by being healed after pruning, waiting 
suitable tlmo for planting.
